Restricted use of electricity in street 
lighting and advertising on Thursdays 
and Sundays were ordered by the fuel 
administration last December to con- 
serve coal.

Washington, April 22.—General Per- 
shing’s first report on the German as- 
sault upon the American and French 
forces in the Toul sector Saturday is 


understood to indicate that the Ameri- 
cans sustained more than 200 casual- 
ties, and to estimate the German losses 
at between three and four hundred. 

It was learned that the report had 
been received, but war department of- 
ficials refused to make it publie or 
to comment upon persistent reports 
about the department concerning its 
}contents. Secretary Baker is under- 
stood to be awaiting more details be- 
fore making an announcement, though 
he probably will lay the information 
received before the house military com- 
mittee when he appears tomorrow to 
tell of his trip abroad. 


No Amswer to German Claim. 


The Germans claim to have captured 
| 183 Americans and to have killed and 
wounded many more, and so far there 
(has been no official American answer 
‘to the claim. This situation wil] re- 
}sult in a revival of consideration at 
the war department of the propogal 
that a daily statement be issued from 
the headquarters of the American ex- 
peditionary forces.

The board of health is given 
the right, under certain restrictions, 
to examine persons thought, to be in- 
fected and require them to be treated, 
or to placard their dwelling places 
with notices that they are infected, if 
they refuse such treatment. 
Barred From Work. 

Persons afflicted with such com- 
municable diseases are forbidden to 
Muse any public drinking cup or ves- 
sel, and it is also unlawful for them 
to work or to be employed in any 
place in the city that serves food and 
drink to the public. Q 

Only regularly licensed physicians 
are allowed to prescribe for social 
MGiseases in the city, and all druggists 
are forbidden to sell drugs, compounds 
or preparations without faking the 
date, amount of drugs, name and street 
address of party purchasing, and pre- 
serving such records for the inspection 
of the city health officer. Provisions 
have previously been made for the re- 
porting of social diseases by physi- 
cians. *

HEALTH OFFICERS WILL 
QUARANTINE DISEASES 


Continued From First Page. 


be examined or take treatment from 
reputable physician or health officer, 
until discharged as no longer capable 
of communicating said diseases, the 
health officer shall place such person 
under quarantine, placing placards on 
the home or dwelling place of such 
person, announcing’ the presence of 
such disease with which ‘such person 
may be afflicted, and it shall be un- 
lawful for anyone to remove such 
placards unless removed by the health 
officer. 

Section 3 makes it unlawful for 
anyone except regularly licensed physi- 
clans to prescribe for, or give away 
any medicine for the treatment of per- 
sons afflicted ith diseases mentioned 
in section 1, provided, however, that 
anvone applying to city health depart- 
ment shall be given medicine and treat- 
ment free of charge. 


Must Keep Record. 


Section 4—Every druggist or other 
person, who sells any drug, com- 
pound, preparation or specific of any 
kind for, or believed by druggist or 
person selling same, to be intended, or 
to be used for dis@ases of this na- 
ture, shall keep a record of the date. 
of such sale, kind and quantity of 
medicine sold, and the name and ad- 
dress of the person making the pur- 
chase, all such records being open to 
the city health officer at all times. 

Section 565—That it shall be unlawful 
for anyone to post or cause to be post- 
ed any handbill or printed matter in 
the city for the purpose of advertising 
the treatment of social diseases. 

Section 6 provides that from and 
after the passage of these regulations, 
all persons who shall be convicted in 
the recorder’s court%of the city of At- 
lanta of the violation of any ordinance 
involving sex moralitv. or any offense 
as to which the evidence in the case 
raises the inference of infection from 
above mentioned diseases, shall not be 
released until examined by the rity 
health Otter or such other person as 
may be designated by him: that such 
person may be detained in the city 
stockade or other suitable place that 
may be provided, and there treated by 
the authority of the city health officer 
until the disease shall be no longer 
communié¢able: provided, that such per- 
son may be released in the discretion 
of thecity health officer or his agents. 
upon the expiration of the term of 
service of sentence, and be required to 
report regularlv to a clinic for a con- 
tinuation of the treatment until he or 
she may be cured. It also makes it 
the dutv of the recorder to require 
examinations to be made under these 
regulations. 

Forms Will be Printed. 

Forms to be used by the recorder are 
to be printed and furnished to him to 
be emploved in carrying out the re- 
quirements of the board of health. 

Section 7 makes it unlawful for any 
person afflicted with social diseases, 
while in the infective stage, to use any 
public drinking glass or vessel or to 


work in anv place where food or drinks ti 


are handled. 
This section also forbids firms or 


corporations to employ such persons | 
afflicted with social diseases, in infec- | 


tive stage, and names a penalty of 


from $10 to $50 or thirty days in prison | 


for violating the rerulations. 

The above regulations were based 
upon recomméndations that were made 
to the health board by Drs. J. P. Ken- 
nedy, city health officer of Atlanta, 
and Dr. B. W. Brown, medical of- 
ficer in charge of the United States 
public health service. 

It is understood that in addition to 
the provisions that have already been 
made by the city for the treatment of 
social diseases, which contemplate the 
reporting of such as communicable dis- 
eases by practicing physicians in the 
city. and the clinic that has been es- 
tablished at Pmory university, a clinic 
will also be established bv Dr. Brown 
under the auspices of the United States 
public health service for the observa- 
tion and treatment of social diseases.

London, April 22.—Andrew Bonar 
Law, chancellor of the exchequer, in in- 
troducing the budget in the house of 
commons today, said it was the largest 
in the history of the world and he de- 
sired to present the situation as briefly 
as posisbte. 

His expectations as to the assistance 
given to the entente allies by the 
United States had been fulfilled. Not- 
withstanding this assistance, the Brit- 
ish loans to the allies in the last year 
were 605,000,000°%pounds: The United 
States had advanced to all the allies 
950,000,000 pounds. 

“It is only necessary for us,” said 
the chancellor, “to lean on the United 
States to the amount the other allies 
lean On us. In other words, we are 
self-supporting,” 

He had been in communication with 
Secretary McAdoo on the subject of 
these complicated loan transactions, 
and Mr. Crosby, head of the finan- 
cial mission to Europe, who was on 
the point of returning to Washington 
to consult his government.

As has been reported, the war deprrt- 
ment has authorized an additional brigade 
of marines for duty in France at the earliest 
possible moment, and 40,000 enlistments are 
urgently needed. Of these it is desired to 
recruit 8,000 during May. , 

The corps is thoroughly equipped for the 


speedy training of recruits, and the lapse of‘ 


time between the recruiting office and the 
field of action will be reduced to the mini- 
mum competible with adequate preparation. 


Furthermore, there probably will be‘ 


1,800 additional commissioned officers’ posi- 
tions to be filled, and these will all go to 
enlisted marines, so that the man who joins 
early and becomes quickly rounded into con- 
dition will stand a good chance of landing 
a command. 

Although it is desired to recruit this 
new unit in the shortest possible time, there 
will be no lowering of the traditional marine 
corps standard as to personnel. Every man 
who succeeds in passing the requirements 
of this exacting branch of the service has 
to be an American citizen, at least eighteen 
years of age, and a man of health, stamina 
and the spirit to fight for his flag. He has 
got to know what he is called upon to fight 
for, then the willingness to fight for it to 
the last ounce of his resources. That’s the 
marine—the “soldier and sailor, too!” 

That there are many young men through- 
out this section of the country who measure 
up fully to these requirements, who are 
still available, and who stand ready to re- 
spond to this call for volunteers, there can 
be no doubt.

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GERMANY TODAY 


War Has Ruined Practically All Transportation’ Except Trolleys. 
Government Hides War Horrors—People in Grip of Iron Fist. 


BY BLANCHE SLOCUM 


(Copyright, 1918, for The Atlanta Constitution.) 


(Eleventh of the series of fifteen articles 
by Miss Blanche Slocum, of Oak Park, who 
left Germany last January and arrived home 
on March 28. Her experiences and observa- 
tions in Berlin and elsewhere in Germany, 
where she resided as a music student, are 
the most recent of any accessible to the 
American people.) 


Field gray airplanes and field gray over 
the German capital. Field gray trucks load- 
ed with cannon or shells or supplies rumble 
through its streets. Now and then an offi- 
cer’s field gray automobile streaks past. But 
all the conveyances that lack the field gray 
hue of military service are in difficulties. 
Precisely at the time when Germany most 


| 


meeds an efficient transportation system it.- 


faces a dire shortage of coal, of gasoline, of 
rubber, of horses, and of the materials and 
skilled labor requisite for upkeep. 

It is true that my train from Berlin to 
Munich arrived fairly on time, but this was 
exceptional, and O! the discomforts! Army 
officers aboard that train sat up all night, so 
few were the sleeping cars. By day many 
Passengers stood. Especially in winter Ger- 
mans find it wise to obey the government's 
exhortation. “Don’t travel,”’ as the cars are 
often unheated. 

At Christmas time and Pfingsten (Ger- 
man’s substitute for old home week). only 
soldiers are permitted to use railroads com- 
ing from the fronts. And whoever journeys 
from one state to another must have his 
luggage gone through, as the law forbids his 
carrying food. Moreover, every passenger 
must buy a zuschlag (war tax supplement) 
in addition to his ticket. 


German Mail Much Delayed. 

While the parcel post service has been 
severely cut down, the woman who brings 
your mail to the door is much less a dis- 
tributor of ancient documents than you ex- 
pect, though soldiers’ letters are now cen- 
sored, probably as a precaution against 
mutiny, and are sometimes held up whole- 
sale for weeks lest news of military impor- 
tance leak out. As in all warring countries, 
postal rates are high. 

Street transportation, once so excellent 
in Berlin, is today a grief. The magnificent 
autobuses dashed to the front at the out- 
break of war and have not returned. Trolley 
cars are few and far between and frightfully 
crowded. Women drive them. Women serve 
as conductors, and queer enough they look, 
with their masculine caps and their feminine 
earrings and the half fatherly, half motherly 
care with which they help women aboard 
and kéep a solicitous eyes on the babies. 

A few taxis still run—the very few offi- 
cially allowed tires—but private automobiles 
have vanished. Whoever had two automo- 
biles was required to surrender one to the 
army. The other is now out of commission 
for lack of tires and gasoline. Army aytos 
employ alcohol, end I used to wonder if the 
government's diligence in collecting apples 
was not to be accounted for by some process 
of deriving alcohol for automobiles by dis- 
tilling cider. : 

The richest Berliners now ride in trolley 
cars and in the shockingly overcrowded 
trains of the Berlin subway. Great singers 
go to the opera by trolley car. People with 
tickets for the best seats at the theater go 
by trolley car. Thousands more walk. 

A few horse-drawn omnibuses still sur- 
vive in Berlin—fare now raised from 5 to 
7% pfennigs. As no 7% pfennig coin exists 
you pay 10 pfennigs and receive a nickel 
disk marked 2% pfennigs. This, plus 5 pfen- 
nigs, pays your way next time. It is a nui- 
sance, of course, but horse-drawn vehicles of 
every sort operate under difficulties in Ber- 
lin as horses grow scarcer and scarcer. 

At the outbreak of the war the army took 
the best. For a long time thereafter a 
familiar clatter of horses’ hoofs as drove on 
drove trotted off to the railway stations. 
Only the shabbiest, lean spooks of horses 
remain and their owners get the maximum 
of. work out of them. When a coal cart 


stops at your door the driver takes off the | 


horses and leads them away for immediate 
use elsewhere. 


Shipping Almost Stopped. 

The scarcity of horses and gasoline, along 
with the scarcity of packing materials, 
greatly hampers the shipping of goods— 
what goods there are to ship—and, were 
German commerce more than a mere ghost 
of its former self, German commerce would 
go mad. Whole industries have stopped. To 


an enormous extent importation from neu- 
tral countries has dwindled, there being so 
little to export, though now and then you 
find German wares in Switzerland that are 
no longer to be obtained in Germany. 

Without horses or gasoline the Berlin 
shops have about ceased trying to deliver. 
What you buy you carry. Berliners who 
never before trudged home with parcels un- 
der their arms are well used to it now. Par- 
cels abound in the trolley cars; not infre- 
quently you smell a mighty smell and deduce 
Limburger. Sometimes you hear people say 
in Berlin, “Limburger! Where did he get it? 
There’s no such thing to be had.” 

And many Berliners are now propelling 
carts, while occasionally a half-fed dog is 
similarly employed. In the country the ab- 
sence of horses involves still greater hard- 
ship and all Germany takes the consequence. 
How can farmers farm without horses? How 
can they get their produce to market with- 
out horses? 

Germans Hide War Horrors. 

One type of vehicle—and that a type one 
might imagine would be a frequent sight in 
war time—is conspicuously absent by rea- 
son of governmental prudence. I mean the 
ambulance. You see cannon by the thousand. 
You see detachments of troops being march- 
ed from one station to another on their way 
through Berlin from one front to another; 
women with babies in their arms tramp be- 
side them. But, although the countless 
wounded are somehow got to the hospital, 
it is rarely that you see an ambulance. 

In every way possible the German gov- 
ernment avoids openly emphasizing the hor- 
rors of war; even the movies must take ‘care 
not to show sensational war films. Afraid 
of its own victims, despotism in Germany 
dreads whatever might inflame the emo- 
tions, as there is no telling what outlet emo- 
tions might seek. 

In Munich I found the transportation 
problem considerably less acute than in 
Berlin. To be sure, there were no private au- 
tomobiles in Munich, and only a few taxis, 
but the trolleys were frequent and not too 
crowded. An occasional bicycle still had rub- 
ber tires, as there was no rubber collection 
in Bavaria. But Munich is not Germany, and 
in a sense by no means fanciful. Berlin is. 

There the wealthy aristocrats congre- 
gate; there also the socialists and would-be 
revolutionists. There the popular abhorrence 
of tyranny reflects the feeling now so prey- 
alent throughout the empire. And, when 
added to the insufficiency of trains, trolleys, 
omnibuses, automobiles and delivery wagons 
becomes a source of well-nigh intolerable 
exasperation. 

Complain About Travel Rules, 

Germans hate being told not to travel: 
in peace time they were always on the £0. 
They hate fighting for access to a trolley 
car. They hate walking, especially in 
wooden shoes, They hate carrying enormous 
bundles. German women, lean from under- 
nourishment, hate the pushcart. German 
children hate being used as beasts of bur- 
den; I remember the sad, worn, old-looking 
face of a coal dealer’s little son who spent 
his days carrying briquettes through the 
streets and up many, many flights of stairs 
to the father’s customers. 

Now, were the German masses of the 
same mind as when war began, they might 
be saying: “Behold the terrible hardships 
thrust upon us by France, Russia and, par- 
ticularly, England!” They might regard their 
misery as a kind of martyrdom incidental to 
& war of noble self-defense and Slory in it. 
But they are not at all in the same mind as 
then. If the conflict has become a war with 
the whole world up in arms against embat- 
tled despotism, which it will remain until 
democracy triumphs, they hate the govern- 
ment that wanted war and struck the first 


blow and has so mismanaged the war that 
it must today fight for its very existence. 
In Iron Fist’s Grip. 

Men willingly endure wretchedné@ss for a 
government they love. They stick at endur- 
ing wretchedness for a sSovernment they 
loathe and—given the power—would over- 
throw. They lack the power at present; they 
are held in the grip of an iron first, and (so 
far as anyone can now predict) only the 
armed might of America and her 


allies 
destroy that grip. —

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CARDIO-VASCULAR DEGENERATION. 

The most widespread organic disease in 
America is cardio-vascular degeneration, and 
the vast majority of people who have it 
labor under the assurance that their trouble 
is “functional” disturbance only. Of course 
that is quite true. Organic disease expresses 
itself by functional disturbance; that is an- 
other way of saying symptoms. 

Men undergoing for the first time a care- 


ful physical examination, as for army service 

.or for life insurance, are often surprised to 
learn that they have some functional dis- 
turbance caused, perhaps, by cardio-vascu- 
lar degeneration. It may be a trace of al- 
bumin, or blood pressure a little too high, 
or inability to hold the breath 40 seconds, 
or faulty heart action. Such men are sur- 
prised by the adverse report of the examin- 
ing physician. They profess to believe that 
their health has been all right up to the time 
of the examination. But what the average 
man considers “fair” hdalth is not neces- 
sarily the normal physical condition for one 
of his age. 

“Oh, yes,” the patient with cArdio-vascu- 
lar degeneration grudgingly admits, when 
cross-examined, “I’ve had stomach trouble, 
more or less, occasional headaches, a little 
rheumatism, and such things, but not bad 
enough to have a doctor.” 

What is cardio-vascular degeneration? It 
is literally heart-artery wearing out too 
early in life, It includes insidious heart 
muscle failure, hardening of the arteries, 
high blood pressure, chronic nephritis 


(Bright's disease)—but not the imaginary 
“kidney trouble” the almanac reader has 
when his back hurts—and apoplexy (cere- 
bral hemorrhage, “stroke of paralysis”), All 
of these varying expressions of cardio-vas- 
cular degeneration come, not suddenly nor 
without warning, but very slowly, insidious- 
ly and with years of the most unmistakable 
warnings. But, unfortunately, the victims 
of cardio-vascular disease usually prefer to 
interpret these warnings in their own way 
and to deal with them as Tom, Dick and 
Harry recommends. Not until they are really 


down and out do they 
to have medical care. 


It is the most incomprehensible thi 
my mind that most people, though eae 
enough in general affairs, seem determined 
to gamble year after year until they have 
lost the most precious thing in the world 
and then spend their final days uttering sar- 
castic libels upon the doctors who can’t undo 
the harm wrought by years of reckless self- 
experimentation. What a foo] I should be 
knowing nothing of the mechanical part ot 
an automobile, to drive the car to rack and 
ruin and never seek the expert's skilled as- 
sistance when little troubles developed from 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Discharging Ear. 

Please tell me the cause and effect upon 
health of a discharging ear. (5. T.) 

ANSW ER—The cause may be abscess or 
boil in the outer ear canal, but if the dis- 
charge has continued for some weeks or 
months, it is more likely chronic middle ear 
inflammation. Cause, usually infection reach- 
ing middle ear from nose or throat, by way 
of eustachian tube; result or complication of 
adenoids, enlarged tonsils, simple rhinitis 
(head gold, as the old women call it), scarlet 
fever or other throat and nose infection. The 
discharge itself has no effect on health; the 
disease in the ear is bone disease, and may 
become a septic focus whence systemic 
troubles originate, or the infection may find 
its way into the mastoid célls behind the ear, 
setting up serious mastoiditis; or even 
through the paper-thin partition of bone 
which separates the ear cavity from the skull 
cavity, producing brain abscess, meningitis 
or fatal septic thrombosis. A running ear is 
a menace to health and life until the disease 
which produces it is- cured. 

Free and Untrammeled Infancy. 

Which is better for the baby’s belly band, 
cotton or wool? (Mrs. A. D.) 

ANSWER—Wool, being elastic, retains 
the dressing better than a cotton binder. As 
soon as the navel dressing can be dispensed 
with, of course, the belly band should be 
discarded.

Washington, April 22.—(Special.)=—It 
was my pleasure to sit at luncheon 
the other- day with Major General March. 
who is acting chief of staff. He is every 
inch a soldier. He has already been across, 
and knows the exact conditions; and no man 
in the army is more anxious to rush the 
men from the United States to the assist- 
ance of the allies than this great warrior. 
He has, too, already made the supreme sacrt- 
fice, for his son was recently killed in the 
aviation service. It's an irreparable sorrow, 
but he has no time to brood over his own 
troubles. He is nervous with energy and the 
keen impulse to fight. He wants to get back 
on the firing line. And now he is going. 
That is the news I started to write. General 
March is personally going to lead in battle 
a great body of American troops. The order 
has not yet been issued, but it has practical- 
ly been decided upon. 

In this connection, the facts of exact 
position of General Foch as commander of 
the allied armies have been made clear. 

General Foch, while in actual command 


of all major operations, will not concern 
himself with details. He will control major 


movements on the front from the North sea 
to the Adriatic, through his command of the 
entire allied reserve forces. He is empow- 
ered to require from the national command- 
ers-in-chief the troops to form this reserve. 
He will allot to each army the task it is to 
perform. And when he believes the time 
has come he will throw in the reserves at 
the point where he deems it wise, and s0 on. 
It is to fully augment American forces to 
their proper place in this allied organization 
tpat President Wilson has materially in- 
creased the April draft, advancing the num 
ber to be called from fifty to one hundred 
and fifty thousand men.

For Senator. 


The talk of Speaker Clark for the Mis- 
souri senatorship, made vacant by the death 
of Senator Stone, reminds me that in the 
past half century only one speaker has 
sought the senate—and John G. Carlisle was 
a bigger man by far as speaker than as sen 
ator. It is known that Reed had an oppo:- 
tunity of going to the senate, but refused 
to consider it. He said the house was the 
place for a regular man. Cannon, who has 
been in the house so long that he has al- 
most forgotten the year of his entry, has 
been content all these years to stay in the 
bigger and livelier body. He says he 
wouldn't feel at home in the senate. Hen- 
derson, when speaker, had an opening tor 
the senatorship, but he preferred the house. 
Underwood was never speaker, but he was 
democratic floor leader in the house for 
several years, and he has often said he 's 
frequently “homesick” for the house, and he 
frequently walks over to the house demo 
cratic cloakroom and mingles with the oic 
crowd during @ dull hour and amid the «1 
joyment of a fresh cigar, just to feel the 
touch of the old-time association of a les 
deliberative but a more democratic crowd. 
Joseph W. Bailey was never speaker, but 
he, too, was floor leader for the democrats, 
a powerful figure, and a great favorite With 
the galleries. As floor leader in the house 
he was a national character. As United 
States senator he melted like a block of ice 
in the sunshine. Claude Kitchin, who would 
be the speaker in the event of Speaker Clark 
being transferred to the senate, has no sen- 
atorial dspirations. So, after all, the history 
of the thing when members are smart 
enough, or fortunate enough, to take up the 
gavel they don't care for the other side of 
the capitol. And many of the members of 
congress who seek and secure seats in the 
upper branch really never feel at home over 
there, and continually wish they were back 
among the live ones. 

Speaker Clark, therefore, is no doubt 
thinking. Something:else about it. He is not 
out of the running for the next presidentja! 
nomination. Who ever heard of a senator 
being elected president? Can you think of 
one? McKinley served in the house. Neithe: 
Cleveland, Roosevelt, Taft or Wilson ever 
served in either branch. Electing a man to 
the United States senate is mighty near as 
bad as electing him vice president; and sen- 
tencing a man to the vice presidency is the 
infliction of a penalty that real, live, regular 
fellows don’t deserve, Really, that’s true!

Food 
Diseases. 


To detect local outbreaks of diseases wf 
vegetables and fruits which when uncon- 
trolled cause heavy losses in the field or in 
transit, the food-products inspectors of the 
United States Department of Agriculture are 
reporting diseases found in shipments of 
produce at twenty-three of the leading mar- 
ket centers of the country. Some of these 
inspectors are expert plant pathologists and 


“others are market inspectors who have been 


trained to detect signs of important diseases 
and rots. 

Whenever a shipment shows a serious 
disease or rot, the department at once noti- 
fies its county agent and other representa- 
tives in the affected locality and distributes 
explicit instructions for overcoming or min- 
imizing future losses. The notification to 
the point of shipment also prevents shippers 
from continuing to ship material certain to 
spoil in transit and thus waste car spac«. 

This detection of disease, however, 
largely a by-product of the market inspec- 
tion made at these markets by the depart- 
ment to certify to shippers the condition 
as to soundness of fruits, vegetables; and 
other food producta, as authorized by the 
Food Production Act, approved August 10, 
1917.

‘St. Paul, Minn. April 22.—The Min- 
n@sota boxing commission, after a con- 
ference with Profmoter J. C. Miller, late 
today voted unanimously to approve 
the proposed Willard-Fulton fight at 


St. Paul on July 4. 
The commission and Colonel Miller 
reached an agreement whereby Willard 


and Fulton will receive their share of 
the fight in Liberty bonds bought at 
par in the Twin Cities. Colonel Miller 
agreed to give 12% # ow | cent of the | 
gross receipts to the d Cross, or the 
government recreation fund, and he 
also agreed to donate 25 per cent of 
all money received from the fight pic- 
tures to the war recreation fund. 

In addition to these donations Colo- 
nel Miller will pay 10 .per cent of the 
gros fight receipts to the state tuber- 
culosis fund as required by law. There 
also is a government war tax of 10 per 
cent on every ticket sold. 

It was pointed out that the fight 
pictures would yield another large sum 
to the government in the form,of war 
tax. Gross receipts of a capacity house : 
were estimated at $150,000. If the pic- 
tures yielded similar returns, the war 
recreation fund would be enriched. $37,- 
500 from the latter income, while the 
same fund, or the Red Cross, would 
receive $18,750 from the fight. The 
state would get $15,000 in tax receipts, 
and a like sum would go to the gov- 
ernment, in addition to the tax on the 
showing of the pictures.

said the fight would yield about $100,- 
000 to various war activities, if Colonel : 
Miller’s estimates of earnings 
correct.
